any weather teat to which It nigtt 
be aubjeoted. Tbia promiee baa been 
taattaad, aad at tbia date eariy wheat 
ia generally reported in eaoellent 
condition Late Mwn wheat wis 
barely above ground at the advent 
of winUr, and the aevere weather it 
baa encountered, both in the eariy 
and latter parte of winter, baa left 
it in a condition that may be aptly 
described aa a •'bine prospect." 
Whole Qelda now appear without a 
vestige of growth above ground and, 
while a few correapondeate venture 
I be opinion tbat tne roota are unin- 
jured, it will take aome weeka of 
warm growing weath.r to develop 
the fnll extent of damage.

and they all go about on pegs. 

The surrounding country has a 
ileep fertile soil, jind well adapted 
to 'lip arowtli of cotton ami corn, 
nnd the people are turning their at 
tentlon more to this Industry than 
>'r liyfore known here 
Cattle and boga live all through 
tbe winter on cane and maaa and 
never see s grain of corn, and atlll 
look well when spring opeoa. 

Tbie ia good bat tbe beat thing I 
have found here is tbc school aya- 
tem Tbe achoola in most parte 
ran from five to twelve montha in 
llic year. 

or course I am engaged in the 
acbonl business, as I am not fitted 
for anything else or anything elae 
fl'ted for me I am aitnated almnt 
Bve milea from Harked Tiee, in the 
country. I hava-a nice frame achcol 
honae, witb patent desks, black- 
boards, charta and etc. I have tau- 
qbt nine months at thia same place 
with only three weeke vacation, and 
have a contract for (en montha more. 
I have enrolled, thirty fou^ pupils. 
Thia ia about all withtn reach of tbe 
school except married or marriag<u 
able people of pupil age. 

One might think that children 
growing up in fareaU wonid be wild 
like the deer and bear that firow in 
tbe aame toreat. But no, they are 
just like Orittenden county boys and 
girls, and just as easily tamed They 
think tbe teacher la tbe liest looking, 
wieaat and beet man in tbe country, 
(and I am not going to disabuse their 
minde on this point,) and look to 
hlai for everything. 

In ny teaching and arhool work 
my mind naturally wondera back to 
my days of teaching in dear old 
Crittenden, of theaplendid institutea, 
teachers' aasooiations, etc., and moat 
especially to one teacbere' meeting 
beld at tbe Crittenden Springs in 
July, 1896. In thia aaa'oiation I 
read a paper on "Snail we teach for 
less tban the public moLey? I xaid 
we shonld, it we could tea :h a Ion 
ger term tnan five montbs; It would 
be nothing but right and just and 
we ought to do it. When 1 got tbrou 
gb witb my paper eome ot the old- 
est, and some of tbe beat teacher J, 
and even the oonaty aaperintendent 
jumped on me witb both feet. I felt 
aomewhat little when they got tbrou 
gb with me, but thought all the time 
I waa right, but in the preaence of 
luv Hupttriors waa .afraid to stand up 
for what 1 thought right- 1 atill 
say, with all tbe reverence a man 
uoald have for the publ c schools 
In as stro.ig words aa 1 know -how to 
put it, that a teaober ahonid teaoh a 
lunger term tban tbe regular five 
montliS for the public fund due bia 
dlttrict, by consulting only bia own 
atate of cffuirs, and still the system 
not be degraded. I have forgotten 
aoaroely anything aaid sgainat my 
paper that day and have now a 
great deal mora to aay on tbe bub-

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New York, Mar. 11.— i Waabing- 
ton dispateb to the Herald ia aa Ibl 

low»: 

OAeiala of the Oomniaaionary De- 
partment and "f llie Bureau of animal 
Industry here are iiiucb afiitatcd by 
tbe probability that canned horse 
meat has Iwcn purchased and issued 
n«i canned roa>t and canned corned 
heef to the army during tbe war witb 
Spain. Tbe suspicion growa out of 
tbe admitted fact that 850,000 cane of 
liecf were b 'liL'lit in ICurope, to which 
country they had been exported prt- 
viondy ftt>m here, and were re-iseofd 
to the American army by the Coir- 
missary Department. This has been 
stated aevrral timra by former Com- 
missary General E8i;an and Assistant 
Commiesary General Woodruff under 
oath. 

It is learned at the Bureau of Ani- 
mal ludustry that there is a large ex- 
port trade in horse meat, which is 
conMimcd in France aad other ooun> 
tries by the 

PBASAHTBY AM) ARlUBa. 
Of t! f several 9lau^;liter houses in tbia 
Cuuiitry there is but one that ia in- 
epected by the Government, and tie 
meat from which is labeled an being 
horse meat and as having licen in- 
peclcd: Under the law passed by 
Congress recently tbe innpection is a 
privilege which is extended only upon 
applicatioa by tbe oonoarn intereeted. 
There is no oumpulaory inspection, 
and therefore the bereau of animal 
ikiiliiftry professes innorance of all tlie 
fact ries except one in a region which 
has Hpplied tor and granted inspect 
tioii. As to lliid Dr. Salmon is posi- 
tive that the meat ia pickled and 
packed in bozee and barrala for ex- 
port, but never canned. So far as 
the Gbvarnment ia concerned tbe 
other bonaea nniy piakia or aan their 
meat and put any lahel they choote 
upon tbe product, and there is no 
prohibitory nation law to stop it. 

Therefore, when the whole of £ur« 
ope waa aearcbed for canned meat be 
lore tba Spaniab War by tbe canning 
bouses having contraota with this 
Government, and 3o0,000
